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Italians Turn Flame-Thrower | 
On Barricaded Ethiopians 


Eight ‘of Haile Selassie’s Soldiers Accept 
Death by Fire Rather Than 
Surrender. 


By EDWARD J. NEIL, 
Associated Press Foreign Staff. 
SELACLACA, Takkaze Region, 
Ethiopia, March 25. (By Air Mail 
and Boat to New York, April 14.)— 
In front of a cave in the sunken 
ravine of the Selacilaca Plain, a 
strange drama was enacted the 
other day with the curtain finally 
dropping in the flaming death of 
eight Ethiopians barricaded in the 
cavern, 

Two Italian officers, with a 
platoon helping clear up the ravine 
after the main battle was over, 
came up past the mouth of the cave. 
They had no idea anyone was hiding 
there. The first blast of shots 
through the holes in the barricade 
across the mouth of the cave 
dropped one officer dead within 20 
feet of the entrance, the other 
wounded through the legs. 
The soldiers fell back, fanned out 
from the front. There was no way 
of getting at the hidden Ethiopians 
from the rear, for the hillside was 
sheer. They couldn’t charge. They 
blasted away at the holes in the 
barricade. And they sent for more 
officers to think a way out. 

A Colonel arrived with two na- 
tives. They shouted to the eight 


men in the cave in their own Am- 
haric language. 

“Come out without firing and your 
lives are saved. We will set you 
free.” 

From within the cave came the 
answer: “We won't come out. We 
die fighting.” ! 

The men in the cave started a 
slow death chant, firing every time 
they got a chance. The wounded 
Lieutenant was losing much blood, 
getting very weak. A native Ser- 
geant tried to creep up from the 
side. He was picked off, wounded. 


The Colonel sent for a flame- 
throwing machine, used for dis- 
infecting purposes after a battle. It 
was set up under cover, near the 
mouth of the cave. Again the 
Colonel shouted. 

“Will you come out? 
go free, with your guns.” 

The death chant rose higher. The 
eight still chose death to capture. 

The flame thrower was turned on. 
The Ethiopians stayed in the cave. 
In a moment their clothes caught 
fire. The smoke thickened, the 
chant slowly died away. 

Then the soldiers took away the 
body of the dead officer and carried 
the wounded away to a hospital.

Permit Refused, So German Airship 
Heads for South America on 
Longer Route.

BERLIN, April 14.—The German 
Air Ministry said today permission 
for the Graf Zeppelin, making an- 
other flight from Friedrichshafen 
to South America, to fly over 
France was refused by the French

ITALIAN PLANES 
SHOWER LEAFLETS 
ON ADDIS ABABA 


22 Ships Fly Over Ethi- 
opian Capital, Dropping 
Propaganda — ‘Civilian 
Panic Enormous.’

ROME, April 14.-—-Italy tightened 
its military hold on Ethiopia today, 
while preparing to enter concilia- 
tion negotiations under the auspices 


-of the Leagteof Nations. 

Italian press reports said a north- 
ern army column was entering 
Dessye, former field headquarters 
of Emperor Haile Selassie. 

Marshal Pietro Badoglio reported 
in today’s communique: 

“The advance continues on the 
entire Northern front. 

“Yesterday, 22 0f our planes flew 
over Addis Ababa, dropping procla- 
mations and abstaining from mili- 
tary action. Notwithstanding, the 
civilian panic was enormous.” 

The occupation of Gallabat, cus- 
toms point between Northwestern 
Ethiopia and the Anglo-Egyptian 
Sudan, announced by Marshal Ba- 
doglio yesterday, gave Italy control 
of an important trade link. Galla- 
bat is at the crossroads of caravan 
trails from Gondar to various Su- 
danese trading centers. Ethiopia, 
Italian sources said, had been re- 
ceiving supplies of arms and provi- 
sions from the Sudan through this 
point. 

The raising of the Italian flag 
over the peninsula of Gorgora, in 
Northern Lake Tana, also signified 
Italian control of this strategic body 
of water, fed by 60-odd rivers and 
pouring through a single outlet to 
the Blue Nile, source of Egypt’s 
water supply. 


ETHIOPIA SEEKS BRITAIN’S AID 
FOR POISON GAS SUFFERERS 


London Government Turns Appeal 
Over to Red Cross; Prom- 
ises Moral Support.

LONDON, April 14.—The British 
Government today turned over to 
the British Red Cross and two 
other relief organizations an urgent 
appeal from the Ethiopian Govern- 
ment for medicine and physicians 
to treat poison gas casualties. 

The Ethiopian appeal said more 
than 1000 sufferers were in the 
most acute distress from gas poi- 
soning and that the Government 
was unable to cope with the situa- 
tion because of insufficient facili- 
ties and lack of knowledge for gas 
treatment. 

The British Government, it was 
stated, will lend the relief organi- 
zation its moral support in meet- 
ing the appeal and may even ap- 
propriate money should their re- 
sources be insufficient.

Examiner Tries to Find

New Pittsburgh Beam.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., April 14— 
Witness after witness continued to- 
day to add details to the complex 
picture of what happened on the 
morning of April 7 when the TWA 
airliner, the Sunracer, crashed into 
the side of a mountain 40 miles 


from here, with the ioss of 12 lives. 

The number of victims rose to 
12 with the death at Uniontown, 
nearest town to the scene of the 
accident, of C. G. Challinor, one of 
the three survivors. Challinor died 
after two amputations had failed 
to check a gangrenous condition of 
the left leg resulting from his in- 
juries. 

There was a possibility that the 
investigation will be concluded late 
today, ending with the testimony of 
Miss Nellie Granger, air hostess 
who, despite her injuries, made her 
way to a telephone and called aid. 
Because she is still under a doc- 
tor’s care in Uniontown hospital, 
“Snvestigators will question her 
briefly at a special hearing there. 

Even when all available pieces of 
the puzzle have been put together, 
certain doubts probably will remain. 
And these doubts grow in large 
part out of the central fact that 
emerges from the present investi- 
gation. 

Responsibility for air safety and 
the maintenance of the nation’s ma- 
jor lines is divided. 

On the one hand is the Federal 
Bureau of Air Commerce, charged 
with maintaining safety aids on the 
nation’s airways. On the other 
hand are the private companies 
engaged in what has become an in- 
tensely competitive ‘business. Over 
that business the Bureau of Air 
Commerce can exert, under the 
present law, only the most limited 
regulation. 

Cross Purposes. 


As on previous days, officials 
of the bureau and officials of 
the TWA line sought to shape 
the evidence to directly opposite 
ends. The bureau conducting this 
inquiry on which it will base an of- 
ficial “cause” of the crash — en- 
deavored to show that other pilots 
came through fog and rain success- 
fully on April 7 with the aid of the 
bureau’s safety aids. TWA  in- 
sisted, for the most part by impli- 
cation and innuendo, that the bu- 
reau’s radio beams were at fault. 

These radio beams—as nearly as 
a non-technical person may under- 
stand them—are really broadcast 
ribbons of sound which run from 
one airport to another, leading the 
pilot through fog and storms that 
shut off his view of the ground. As 
was brought out Saturday, these 
ribbons of sound continue to a 
point directly above the beacon 
towers at each airport, and there 
they end in the “cone of silence.” 

When the droning of the beam 
ceases in the pilot’s headphone and 
there is silence, he understands this 
as a signal that he is at his desti- 
nation. 


It was brought out yesterday that 
these beams, and particularly the 
beam broadcast from the Pitts- 
burgh airport, sometimes fray out se 
that instead of having a single track 
of sound, a single course for’ the 
pilot to follow, there are “multiple 
courses”—a technical phrase used 
in aviation. 

Division of Responsibility. 

The division of responsibility for 
the safety of passengers in the air 
was sharply emphasized in the tes- 
timony today of H. H. Gallup, Sup- 
erintendent. of the Atlantic Division 
of TWA. It was Gallup who, in 
the normial course of his dutiés, 
cleared the Sunracer at the start of 
its flight at Newark at 7:45 a. m. 
On the clearance form, it was 
brought out, there is an inquiry as 
to whether or not the function of 
the radio beams has been checked. 

On the Sunracer’s clearance the 
radio beams at Newark, Camden 
and Pittsburgh were checked as 
functioning. But under questioning 
by Dennis Mulligan, counsel for the 
Bureau of Air Commerce, Gallup 
said this was merely a “ground 
check” to verify that the beams 
were actually in operation and not 
a check by a test pilot in the air.

HE PROMISES 
TO ‘DO SOMETHING’ 


Ridicules ‘Panaceas’—Says 
He Hopes to Realize 
Some NRA Objectives; 
Appeals to Employers.

BALTIMORE, April 14. — In an 
appeal last night at Baltimore to 
the youthful voters of the country, 
President Roosevelt ridiculed the 
efforts of Republican and conserva- 
tive opponents to find a solution 
of the unemployment question and 
promised that his administration 
would. continue to “do something” 
for those who bear the scars of dis- 
illusionment from the economic de- 
pression. 

The President spoke before a par- 
tisan audience of about 15,000 in the 
Fifth Regiment Armory under aus- 
pices of the Young Democratic Club 
of Maryland and his address .was 
broadcast over three radio hook- 
ups. 

His immediate audience was quick 
to respond to his jibes at his op- 
ponents. 

Strategy of Indefiniteness. 


The indefiniteness of the Roose- 
velt proposals was in keeping with 
strategy for the re-election of 
Roosevelt and Garner. They have 
no rivals for the nomination, and 
with Congress still in session, no 
political purpose would be served 
by the President outlining a spe- 
cific program which would be sub- 
ject to attack. 

The speech served the purpose of 
marking the ascendency of Sena- 
tor Millard Tydings as the leader 
of the Maryland Democracy, to 
take the place of the late Albert 
C. Ritchie, the four-time Governor, 
who had more and more become 
aligned with the conservative fac- 
tions of the party. To do honor to 
Tydings, Vice-President Garner, 
Postmaster-General-Democratic Na- 
tional Chairman Farley, Senator 
Majority Leader Robinson and a 
score of other Democratic Senators 
attended a dinner preceding the 
Armory speech. Tydings has voted 
against many New Deal measures, 
but his return to the “regular” 
ranks was celebrated several 
months ago when Secretary of 
State Hull was the guest of honor 
at a jubilant Baltimore dinner. 
'Ridiculing-the “panaceas” for re- 
covery proposed by “an eminent 
author,” the President told his au- 
dience that “no answer, new or old, 
is fit for your thought unless it is 
framed in terms of what you face 
and what you desire—unless it car- 
ries some definite prospect of a 
practical down-to-earth solution of 
your problem.” 

Four-Point Attack. 

He then lightly sketched, without 
details, the Administration’s four- 
point attack on the unemployment 
problem. Summarized, these points 
were as follows: 

1. To increase consumption by 
a greater purchasing power far 
more widely distributed. 

2. To limit the working age of 
the employed, with a high mini- 
mum age at which the youth 
would start work and a. lower 
age at which retirement would be 
possible. 

3. To curtail the average hours 
of the work week in industry with 
the average individual’s pay en- 
velope at least as large as it is 
today. 

4. To stabilize employment, with 
the Government giving consider- 
ation to the length of the work 
week, employment on an annual 
basis, and the payment of at least 
adequate minimum wages. 

The President suggested that the 
active working years of every 
breadwinner be limited to 47, in- 
cluding retirement at 65. 

The President’s mention of the 
need to curtail the length of the 
working week brought to mind the 
Black mandatory 30-hour week bill. 
In a recent speech, however, he de- 
clared that experience had shown 
that an arbitrary limitation of 
working hours a week would not be 

le. 

The President said that “we be- 
lieve that steps like these, which 
we have taken and are taking wili 
at least greatly cushion depressions 
—will prevent the upcurve from 
rushing to a violent, mad peak of 
false prosperity and prevent anoth- 
er violent, mad descent into anoth- 
er sink of suffering and disillusion- 
ment like the one from which for

The crew had descended more 
than 50 feet and the mine foreman 
expressed confidence they would get 
through to the trapped men. 

Drilling machinery was brought 
from Caribou mines to the Moose 
River mine, reopened three months 
ago after a shutdown. 

The rescue workers reported they 
found “easy going” today, 45 feet 
beneath the surface. 

Woodfire smoke issuing from 
fissures in the mine yesterday was 
taken by some as an indication that 
the men were alive. Mine foreman, 
F. D. Henderson thought the fire 
was kindled by the trapped men, 
who might have been protected 
from the cave-in by an overhang- 
ing wall of rock.

GENEVA, April 14. — The Ethi- 
opian Government asserted to the 
League of Nations today that. the 
Italian forces in East Africa had 
attacked 13 Ethiopian cities with 
poison gas, 

Just as this protest was received, 
the Italian Government informed 
the League that Premier Mussolini 
had decided to free all slaves in 
Ethiopia. 

The two communications came 
to Geneva while Salvador de Mada- 
riaga, president of the League 
Council’s Committee of 13, dis- 
cussed the possibility for peace 
with Belaten Gueta Wolde Mariam, 
the Ethiopian delegate to the 
League of Nations. 

Originally, De Madariaga had 
been instructed by his committee to 
talk simultaneously to the Ethio- 
pian and Italian envoys today, but 
Baron Pompeo Aloisi, the Italian 
delegate, informed the League that 
he could not reach Geneva until 
tomorrow. Consequently, De Ma- 
dariaga was forced to talk to the 
Ethiopian delegate alone. 

Mariam told De Madariaga and 
J. A. C,. Avenol, secretary general 
of the League, that peace should 
be within the spirit of the League 
Covenant. 

Later, however, League officials 
said they were pessimistic as to 
possibilities for peace. 

De Madariaga decided to adhere 
to the original program of convok- 
ing his committee—which includes 
every member of the council except 
Italy—to meet at 4 p. m.

Besides Poulnot two 
other men were seized by police, 
turned over to men in automobiles 
who flogged, tarred and feathered 
them, resulting ip the death of Jo- 
seph A. Shoemaker and injuries to 
8. J. Rogers. 

Pursuing tactics similar to those 
used in a recent futile attempt to 
get a jury of six at Tampa, de- 
fense counsel figuratively waved 
the American flag and put Com- 
munism and Norman Thomas, So- 
cialist leader on trial. 

The Defense Strategy. 

No sooner did questioning of 

veniremen begin late yesterday 


ire of 108 had been excused for a 
multiplicity of reasons than Pat 
Whitaker, chief of defense counsel, 
disclosed his strategy. 

“Do you believe in our form of 
government in its entirety?” he 
would ask, gesturing toward a 
large American flag behind the 
bench. Upon receiving an affirma- 
tive reply, he would exclaim, in 
the manner of a politica] orator: 
“Then you don't believe or sub- 
scribe in any respect to the prin- 
ciples of Communism which seeks 
to destroy our form of govern- 
ment?” 

Finally, after Whitaker had de- 
scribed Norman Thomas as “a na- 
tionally known Communist and 
propagandist,” in inquiring of 
veniremen if they had heard or 
read his addresses condemning the 
floggings, State’s Attorney Farrior 
of Hillsborough County, chief of 
the prosecution staff, objected to 
what he termed the introduction 
of matters pertaining to a social or 
political background. 

Judge Robert T. Dewell, how- 
ever, permitted this line of ques- 
tioning to continue after admon- 
ishing jurors to disregard mention 
of the political or economic beliefs 
of Thomas, explaining that the ap- 
peliations employed by defense at- 
torneys were to be considered sole- 
ly ag marks of identification. He 
informed the venire that “Norman 
Thomas is not on trial.” 

Floggings “a Transaction.” 

A long dispute ensued yesterday 
when Farrior objected to the de- 
fense interpretation of the law re- 
lating to the entertaining by jurors 
of a presumption of innocence un- 
til proved guilty. It was decided 
such a presumption must exist un- 
til completion of the testimony. 
Reference to the death of Shoe- 
maker-—-the six former policemen 
are also under indictment charged 
with his murder—was made by 
Whitaker who referred to the flog- 
gings as “a transaction” and asked 
prospective jurors if they knew 
that as a result “a man named 
Shoemaker died.” He was anxious 
to establish they would consider 
only the charge of kidnaping Poul- 
not without regard to the other 
events of that autumnal night 

Farriot, too, referred to the Con- 
stitutional provision against unlaw- 
ful search and seizure, asked 
whether the veniremen did not be- 
lieve “in the right of the people 
to security in the home.”

I 
say to you ‘do something’; and when 
you have done that something, if it 
works, do it some more; and if it 
does not work do something else.” 

This was a variation of his foot- 
ball “quarterback” illustration 
which he used at the beginning of 
his administration. 

Likens Critics to Tories. 

The President concluded his ad- 
dress with an intimation that those 
who were opposing him and his ad- 
ministration were comparable to the 
Tories of the Revolutionary War. 

“Our War for Independence,” he 
said with dramatic emphasis, “was 
a young man’s crusade. Age was on 
the side of the Tories and the Tories 
were on the side of the old order. 
... The average age of the men who 
wrote the Constitution was about 
44. The qualities of youth are not 
of a sort that self-satisfied welcome 
in 1936 any more than self-satisfied 
people welcomed them in 1776. 

“T have used the world ‘the quali- 
ties of youth.’ Be wise enough and 
tolerant enough, you who are young 
in years, to remember that millions 
of older people have kept and pro- 
pose to keep these qualities of youth. 

“You ought to thank God tonight 
if, regardless of your years, you are 
young enough in spirit to dream 
dreams and see visions—dreams and 
visions about a greater and a finer 
America that is to be; if yop are 
young enough in spirit to believe 
that poverty can be greatly less- 
ened; that the disgrace of involun- 
tary unemployment can be wiped 
out; that class hatreds can be done 
away with; that peace at home and 
abroad can be maintained; and that 
one day a generation may possess 
this land, blessed beyond anything 
we now know, with those things— 
material and spiritual—that make 
man’s life abundant. If that is the 
fashion of your dreaming then I 
say: ‘hold fast to your dream. 
America needs it.’”

DR. ELAM EXAMINED

St. Joseph Physician Unable to 
Recall Date or Details, 
However. 


Dr. W. T. Elam of St. Joseph, 
vice-president of the Missouri

“Just explain to the jury your 
feeling toward Dr. Pitzman,” her at- 
torney said to her. 

In a tremulous and somewhat 
hoarse voice, she said slowly: “He 
was an old friend of 17 years stand- 
ing.

Guild Persident Denies Inter- 
fering With Police at Wis- 
consin News Plant.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 14. — 
Heywood Broun, New York column- 
ist and president of the American 
Newspaper Guild, was convicted in 
District Court yesterday of inter- 
fering with a police officer in con- 
nection with the strike of editorial 
employes at the Wisconsin News 
plant, 

Broun was fined $10 and costs, 
but at the request of Defense Coun- 
sel Robert Hess, Judge George E. 
Page increased the fine to $15.01, 


the minimum required for an ap- 
peal. Hess then appealed to Mu- 
nicipal Court for a jury trial and 
the case was set tentatively for 
Thursday. 

Fines were imposed also on Al- 
fred Lauterbach and Hymie Polin- 
sky, strikers, charged with disor- 
derly conduct in a demonstration 
March 21. Their fines of $10 and 
$5, respectively, also were increased 
to permit appeals. 

Broun denied he interfered with 
officers who escorted Lauterbach 
from a picket line. He acknowl- 
edged he protested verbally and de- 
manded his own arrest. 

“My belief at the time,” Broun 
said, “was that his (Lauterbach’s) 
arrest was a police challenge to the 
right of peaceful mass picketing. 
Receiving no answer to my de 
mands for information from the 
arresting officers, I voluntarily cn- 
tered the patrol wagon because I 
was anxious to protect the right of 
the American public to engage in 
peaceful mass picketing.”

VOTE LIKELY IN 
ILLINOIS TODAY 


Heaviest Early Balloting 
in Years Reported From 

_ All Sections — Violence 
Occurs in Chicago. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, April 14.—Predictions 
that the Illinois primary vote would 
break all records were made today 
as the most intensive campaign in 
years brought crowds of voters to 
the polls. Violence in Chicago ac- 


companied a, record turnout, as 
downstate voters peacefully crowd- 
ed the voting booths, 

First reports of balloting indicat- 
ed the Chicago total might hit a 
record high of 1,289,000; more than 
1,000,000 ballots will be cast in 
downstate districts, it was thought. 

A bitter contest for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for Governor and 
a struggle between Senator William 
E. Borah and Col. Frank Knox, 
publisher of the Chicago Daily 
News, for Republican presidential 
preferment, created intense inter- 
est. 

In Chicago, where tension was 
high, opened with police bullets, 
fired in a reported abduction of four 
election workers. Complaints of 
mistreatment of political workers 
came chiefly from supporters of 
Gov. Henry Horner, who are fight- 
ing the Chicago Democratic or- 
ganization’s candidate, Dr. Herman 
N. Bundesen, for the nomination. 

Police Captain Patrick J. Collins 
seized 21 men he claimed were “all 
known ex-convicts,” and who, he as- 
serted, were doing election patrol 
work for Gov. Horner. 

Heavy Republican Vote. 

It was indicated that the hot 
Democratic fight, plus the party’s 
apepals for a big testimonial vote 
for President Roosevelt, would 
bring the statewide Democratic to- 
tal to record heights. In_ early 
counts at Springfeild, however, Re- 
publicans outvoted Democrats, re- 
versing the 1934 trend. 

' Stories of slugging, ballot box 
stuffing and assertions that bands 
of hoodlums were roving the wards 
piled into the Election Board’s of- 
fice in Chicago. 

A new high in balloting was pre- 
dicted by Jacksonville election of- 
ficials. At Rockford, Republicans 
were casting about five votes for 
each three recorded by the Demo- 
crats. Officials estimated that 
more than 25. per cent of the regis- 
tered city vote of 37,000 had been 
cast by 11 a. m., and predicted that 
about 70 per cent of the registered 
voters would participate in the pri- 
mary. 

Headquarters of Knox, outspoken 
critic of the Roosevelt administra- 
tion, promised a sweeping triumph. 
E. J. Cook, Borah manager, fore- 
saw “a very handsome victory.” 

Democratic stalwarts concentrat- 
ed on getting out a “smashing vote” 
for President Roosevelt—unopposed 
on their party’s preferment ballot— 
to clinch their statement that Illi- 
nois was still in the New Deal col- 
umn. They anxiously awaited com- 
parison of the Borah-Knox and 
Roosevelt totals as an indication of 
comparative popularity. 

Neither preference vote was bind- 
ing on the 50 convention delegates 
which each party named today. 

Republican State Contest. 

Optimistic forecasts were ad- 
vanced by candidates in the Repub- 
lican rings. Much interest was de- 
voted to the Republican guberna- 
torial nomination, sought* by seven 
aspirants, -including C. Wayland 
Brooks, former Chicago Prosecutor, 
and former Gov. Len Small. 

Statements in the same _ tenor 
came from entries in the G. O. P. 
senatorial race — former Senator 
Otis F. Glenn, former Congressman 
William E. Hull and Orville Taylor, 
Chicago attorney. 

Two election judges were re- 
moved when police reported they 
found 17 marked ballots, for both 
Republicans and Democratic pri- 
tharies, on the person of Philip 
Zimmerman. In the State races, 
Zimmerman’s 10 Democratic bal- 
lots were marked for Dr. Herman 
| N. Bundesen, Gov. Horner’s rival, 
McKay said. Zimmerman’s seven 
Republican ballots were marked for 
C. Wayland Brooks for Governor. 

Ballot boxes in five polling places 
were confiscated, four on the 
charge the polls had opened be- 
fore 6 a. m., and the fifth on the 
claim that after 175 voters ap- 
peared only 30 ballots were in the 
boxes. 

Polis Open Till 5 P. M. 

Polling places were open from 6 
a. m. to 5 p. m. as citizens nomi- 
nated candidates for Governor, five 
State officers, United States Sena- 
tor, Congress, the General Assem- 
bly, and county posts. 

Illinois will have 57 delegates at 
the Republican national convention 
and 58 at the Democratic conven- 
tion. Fifty uninstructed and 50’al- 
ternates were picked by each party 
today. The remainder will be se- 
lected at State conventions May 1.

Later TWA officials explained 
that they felt it to be the duty of 
the Department of Commerce to 
make flight checks of how the 
beams are functioning and that 
when it was established by a ground 
check that the beam was actually 
in operation the company was enh- 
titled to assume that the beam was 
working perfectly. 

Another witness was John C. Col- 
lings, superintendent of the Eastern 
Division, stationed at Columbus, O. 
Collings said that after the plane 
was overdue at Pittsburgh and 
when several attempts to get in 
touch with it had failed, he radioed 
authority; to the pilot to land at 
Columbus rather than the Pitts- 
burgh airport. This was at 11:06 
and the plane had been due to land 
at Pittsburgh at about 10:30. He 
took this action, he said, because of 
reports of poor visibility at Pitts- 
burgh and because of the presence 
in the atr of two other unreported 
planes which had been due to reach 
Pittsburgh at 10 and 10:05. 

TWA Executive’s Statement. 

Paul E. Richter, vice-president of 
TWA, in a statement read into the 
record, strongly implied that this 
condition of “multiple courses” on 
the beam into Pittsburgh led Pilot 
Otto Ferguson off his path and in- 
to the ravine in which the plane 
was trapped. This occurred, said 
Richter, in the critical 10 minutes 
between 10:09 a. m., when Ferguson 
told the airport he was 10 miles 
from Pittsburgh and ready to land, 
and 10:20 when the crash is be- 
lieved to have occtrred. 

“The Pittsburgh radio beam.” 
said Richter, “is known to have 
multiple courses, swinging charac- 
teristics and false cones of silence 
which may be present at one mo- 
ment and disappear the next.” 

“Tt was a ‘false cone of silence,’” 
he implied, which betrayed Fergu- 
son into descending from the fog, 
prepared to land at what he be- 
lieved was the airport beneath him. 
Instead he found, as the world 
knows, a range of rugged moun- 
tains rising to a height of nearly 
3000 feet. 

“But were you not aware,” I. C. 
Stanton, chief of airways for the 
bureau, asked, “that all airmen 
had been specifically advised to ob- 
serve caution in using the Pitts- 
burgh radio beam because of the 
known existence of multiple courses 
on that beam?” 

When Richter hesitated, Stanton 
produced for the record a copy of 
a special warning sent to all air- 
men, telling of the presence of 
“multiple courses” on the Pitts- 
burgh beam. This was sent out by 
the bureau, with instructions that 
it be posted for the guidance of all 
dispatchers and pilots. “Yes, that 
was available on April 7 and it was 
posted,” Richter replied.

prise?” Stanton pressed. “No,” 
Richter answered, “but that doesn’t 
cure the difficulty.”

After some hesitation Richter 
finally gave t was in effect a 
negative r. What bureau of- 
ficials have sought to develop is 
that in the operation of a radio 
beam over mountainous country 
such as lies east of Pittsburgh, 
weaknesses — multiple courses— 
must be expected. 

The use of the beam in connection 
with blind flying, when the ground 
is entirely obscured from the pilot's 
vision, is essential. And blind fly- 
ing is common in and out of the 
Pittsburgh airport, an important 
terminus on cross-country lines, 
with the schedules of competing 
companies often almost identical. 


Richter expressed his belief that 
when Pilot Ferguson called in to 
the airport at 10:09, the Sunracer 
was actually only 10 miles away 
from the Pittsburgh airport. He 
was then asked how he could ex- 
plain the fact that 10 minutes later 
the ship cracked up 40 miles south 
of the airport. 

“The pilot followed a multiple 
course,” he answered. “This car- 
ried him south. It faded and he 
was lost. He was trying to work 
out an orientation problem and in 
the effort to do so went even far- 
ther south.” : 

At this Stanton suggested that 
perhaps Ferguson had dropped 
down out of the fog in order to get 
a look at the ground so that he 
might better work out his problem, 
Richter was quick to reject this. 
“We are getting into conjecture that 
could be answered only in the cock- 
pit of that airplane,” he said. 

Richter made 11 recommenda- 
tions for air safety, most of them 
involving additions to the bureau’s 
present safety facilities, and particu- 
larly on the Newark-Camden-Pitts- 
burgh run. On the main courses of 
all beam stations there should be 
radio markers of “miniature range” 
type, 25 to 50 miles out from the 
airport, Richter said. 


“The Department,”: he also rec- 
ommended, “should insist that all 
transport operators have two-way 
radio ground facilities at every 
main station or.fly only on ground 
contact,” 

The planes of two other airlines 
which did not have this two-way 
radio equipment were on or near 
the same airway which the Sun- 
racer was following, Richter point- 
ed out, and the fact that Pilot Fer- 
guson could not obtain their posi- 
tion and altitude may have been a 
factor in sending him off his 
course. These planes were due info 
Pittsburgh a short time previous to 
the scheduled arrival of the Sun- 
racer. 


Weather reports put into the rec- 
ord yesterday showed, and Richter 
confirmed this in his testimony, 
that it was known wher the Sun- 
racer took off from Newark at 
7:45 that blind flying would be 
necessary most of the distance to 
Pittsburgh. ‘In his “flight plan,” 
a form filled out by each pilot be- 
fore taking off, Ferguson stated 
that he intended to fly at 5000 feet 
and later reports from the plane 
show that he maintained an aiti- 
tude which varied from 4000 to 
6000 feet. 

At Newark the weather report at 
6 a. m. was: “Tops of clouds Ne- 
wark to Harrisburg 12,000 to 7000 
feet over ridges; light ice in clouds 
above 7000.” The forecast for 
Pittsburgh, for the period from 4:30 
a. m. to 12:30 p. m., was “Over- 
cast between 1000 and 3000 feet the 
first half of the period (of the fore- 
cast), becoming broken to scattered 
with ceiling lifted thereafter. Visi- 
bility between one and five miles 
with smoke.” 

Stoppng at Camden at 8:22, Pilot 
Ferguson got a brief detailed re- 
port from many of the points which 
he would cross. “Bellefonte, ceiling 
4500, overcast. Pittsburgh, ceiling 
1500, overcast. Harrisburg, ceiling 
4500, overcast, haze. Cresson, ceil- 
ing 200, overcast, light sleet, visi- 
bility two miles. Mercer, ceiling 
3000, overcast, light fog. 

Another Pilot’s Experience. 

The most dramatic narrative was 
supplied by Pilot William Day Jr., 
who left Washington on the morn- 
ing of April 7 in a Central Airlines 
plane, bound for Pittsburgh, where 
he was due at 10:30. Encountering 
ice and not having on his plane the 
de-icers with which TWA’s ship 
was equipped, Day climbed to 8000 
feet, then to 9500, struggling to 
get over what seemed to him great 
mountain ranges of fog with curi- 
ous stationary valleys. 

Flying a brief distance at this 
height there loomed before him stil] 
another fog mountain and he went 
to 15,500. Finally he achieved an 
altitude of 16,300 feet which he said 
he believed was absolutely as high 
as his ship would go with its load. 
Here he encountered a hundred 
mile an hour wind. He was blows 
by this wind to the west when he 
finally let down, assured by the 
beams he had crossed that he had 
long since got over the mountains. 
He saw beneath him the shore of 
Lake Erie. He landed at the air- 
port at Erie, Pa. 

While this was a dramatic strug- 
gle at a height exceptional for a 
passenger plane, it was brought out 
Saturday that Pilot Robert M. Lar- 
son was able to bring a TWA plane 
safely over virtually the same 
route as the Sunracer followed and 
at almost the same altitude and 
the same time. Both Day and Lar- 
son testified that they were guided 
by the Pittsburgh radio beam. 

One of Richter’s criticisms was 
directed at the operation of a new 
“experimental” beam out of Pitts- 
burgh. On this beam it is suppos- 
edly possible to hear both the tone 
of the beam and broadcast weather 
reports at the same time. “Do you 
consider that in using the new 
beam you were using an experi- 
menta) instrument?” South Trimble 
Jr., solicitor for the Denartment of 
Commerce, who is in charge of the 
investigation, asked. 

Richter did not answer this ques- 
tion directly but declared that such 
a beam would not be installed where | 


“traffic is so heavy as it is at Pitts- 


burgh.” Trimble pressed for an an- 
swer, trying to discover why, if 
Richter really believed this to be 
“experimental,” he had sent a plane 
out which had of necessity to fly 
blind. 

On another point, Dennis Mulli- 
gan, counsel for the Bureau in the 
present hearing, challenged Richt- 
er, who had said that the plane 
was in perfect condition. Mulligan 
pointed to an entry in Pilot Fer- 
guson’s flight log which said, “Ra- 
dio okay,” and then, as if added 
later, “DEAC (beam) receiver 
weak. Seems to be in volume con- 
trol.” 

Much of the testimony has been 
so technical that even the experts 
gathered around the hearing table 
—and they include some of the 
great names in aviation—have been 
sincerely at odds over interpreta- 
tion. There will be a lengthy study 
of the thousands of words of testi- 
mony and the numerous exhibits 
before a final report is made, Trim- 
ble said,

cations, however. 

He went to Washington Univer- 
sity as full professor of German in 
1892. He is now 72 years old, hav- 
ing remained at the university be- 
yond the usual retiring age of 65 
because he didn’t feel old enough 
to retire and because the univer- 
sity wanted him to remain. An- 
other reason is that the university 
has been unable to find a successor 
for him. 

Dr. Heller has long been one of 
the more colorful personalities on 
the campus, and in the cultural life 
of the city. He is short and ro- 
tund and has a shock of unruly 
gray hair. He is almost never with- 
out a cigar. 

Reviews His Career. 


Reviewing his career today with 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, he re- 
lated that he was born near Dres- 
den, Germany. He received his 
education at the universities of 
Vienna, Munich, Leipzig and Ber- 
lin, studying chiefly Germanic and 
classical philology and literature. 

He came to the United States in 
the 80s as a Greek instructor at 
La Salle College, Phildelphia. From 
there he went to the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, as a 
French and German instructor. 
Washington 
University faculty. 

But not all his life has been spent 
in purely academic pursuits. There 
was, for example, the acquaintance 
with Greta Garbo in 1932. “Greta,” 
he said seriously, “is really a very 
shy person. We were crossing the 
Atlantic on the same boat, but she 
hardly ever mixed with the pas- 
sengers. 

“One day she wag playing shuffle 
board with a doctor and he was 
called away. I took his place and 
that was the closest I ever got to 
her. At the captain’s dinner every- 
one came dressed formally, but she 
appeared in a sports suit. We were 
throwing confetti around later that, 
evening and a companion dared 
me to throw some at Greta. I was 
a pretty good shot at that time, so 
I threw the confetti—and hit her 
right on the nose.” 


What the Reporter Wanted. 

Arriving in Oslo, Dr. Heller was 
much pleased to learn that a re- 
porter and photographer had been 
looking for him. Forgetting about 
Miss Garbo, Dr. Heller was sure 
they came to interview him because 
he was the first writer to call at- 
tention to Ibsen's work. “Ah,” he 
mused, “my fame has traveled all 
the way to Oslo,” and he was quite 
pleased with himself. But when the 
reporter came, all the questions 
were about Miss Garbo, what she 
wore, how she acted, and not one 
word about Ibsen. 

Prof. Heller will give only one 
course next year in genera! litera- 
ture, taking three hours a week. 
He expects to continue a study he 
has been making of the writings of 
Charies Sealsfield, a German monk 
who founded a new type of litera- 
ture, the ethnological novel. “I a 
about ready to publish two nov 
on Sealsfield, and I shall also give 
more time to public lecturing,” he 
r said. 

Dr. Heller holds a Ph. D. degree 
from Chicago University and last 
year Washington University con- 
ferred on him the degree of Doctor 
of Letters, rarely given. During his 
teaching career, he spent five years, 
from 1919 to 1924, as literary editor 
of the Post-Dispatch.

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EVE U.S. CHAMBER 


Reported Not Satisfied With 
Support of Federal Bus 
and Truck Regulation. .

WASHINGTON, April 14. — The 
Automobile Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, trade organization of the 
motor industry, has resigned from 
the Chamber of Commerce of the 


United States. 

Except to confirm the withdraw- 
al, neither business group would 
comment today, but business cir- 
cles said the motor manufactur- 
ers were not satisfied with the 
Chamber's support of Federal bus 


The Chamber, the largest busi- 
ness association in tne nation, is 
negotiating with the automobile 
manufacturers in an attempt to 
close the breach. Meanwhile, sev- 
eral individual manufacturers main- 
tain their membership in the Cham- 
ber. 

The dispute began at the Cham- 
ber’s convention a year ago, when 
a resolution was adopted calling 
“for establishment of Federal regu- 
lation of all forms of interstate 
transportation without further de- 
lay... . Co-ordination of these dif- 
ferent forms of transportation is 
essential.” 

The automobile group was said 
to regard this resolution as dic- 
tated by railroad interests, and as- 
sertions were .made at the time 
that the committee was “packed” 
‘by railroaders. 

Every effort is being made to 
persuade manufacturers to return 
to the fold as an organized body 
prior to the Chamber’s convention 
the latter part of this month. 


SPRINGFIELD, MO0., FIRM NAMED 
IN LABOR BOARD COMPLAINT 


Oberman and Co., Inc., Accused of 
Unfair Practices by Garment 
Workers’ Union. 

Complaint was filed here yester- 
day by George Pratt, acting region- 
al director of the National Labor 
Relations Board, against Oberman 
& Co., Inc., men’s clothing manu- 
facturer of Springfield, Mo. 

The petition stated that the firm 
had been charged with unfaiMabor 
practices by the United Garment 
Workers of America, Local 216. The 
firm persuaded employes to refrain 
from becoming members of _ the 
union, it was alleged, and had 
threatened to dismiss employes who 
remained members of the union. 

Last November, the petition stat- 
ed, a rumor was spread in the 
Springfield fattory that there 
would be a union meeting that 
night at the Labor Temple. Five 
foreladies were sent to the meet- 
ing place by the company, it was 
alleged, and they repor em- 
ployes who appeared. Subsequent- 
ly 47 workers were discharged, and 
the company has refused to rein- 
state them, according to the com- 
plaint. 

David Shaw, regional attorney 
for the Labor Board, said Oberman 
& Co., manufacture overalls 
and trousers for J. C. Penney & Co., 
and Sears Roebuck & Co. The firm 
formerly held a contract under 
which clothing was manufactured 
for it by convict labor at Jefferson 
City. 

The complaint was set for hear- 
ing at Springfield on April 22.

- You in this great armory tonight 
represent a cross section of millions 
of young people who have come to 
maturity since 1929. You are the 
symbol of young men and women 
living in every state of the Union, 
affiliated with every political party 
and belonging to every so-called 
stratum of society. 

The world in which the millions 
of you have come of age is not the 
set old world of your fathers. Some 
of yesterday’s certainties have van- 
ished; many of yesterday’s certain- 
ties are questioned. Why have 
some vanished and many been ques- 
tioned? ‘Because the facts and 
needs of civilization have changed 
more greatly in this generation 
than in the century that preceeded 
us. 

Challenge of Youth. 


I need not press that point with 
you. You are measuring the pres- 
ent state of the world out of your 
own experiences. You have felt the 
rough hand of the depression. You 
have walked the streets looking for 
jobs that never turned up. Out of 
this has come physical hardship 
and, more serious, the scars of dis- 
illusionment. 

The temper of our youth have be- 
come more restless, more critical, 
more challenging. Flaming youth 
has become a flaming question. And 
youth comes to us wanting to know 
what we propose to do about a so- 
ciety that hurts so many of them. 

There is much to justify the in- 
quiring attitude of youth. You have 
a right to ask thesc questions — 
practicgl questions. No man who 
seeks to evade or to avoid deserves 
your confidence, 

Would Keep Enthusiasm. 

Many older people seem to take 
unmerited pride in the mere fact 
that they are adults. When youth 
fcomes crashing in on them with en- 
thusiasm and ideals, they put on 
their most patronizing smiles and 
pat the young man or the young 
woman on the shoulder and in a 
worldly-wise sort of way send them 
out with what they call their bless- 
ing. But—as every young person 
knows—that is not a blessing; it is 
a cold shower. What they have 
really said to youis: “You're young. 
Enjoy your enthusiasm and your 


ideals while you can. When vou 
grow up and get out in the world 
you will know better.” And the 
tragedy is that so many young 
people do just that: They do grow 
up and, growing up, they grow 
away from their enthusiasms and 
from their ideals. That is one rea- 
son why the world into which they 
go gets better so slowly. 
‘ Your objective in the widest 
sense is, I take it, this: An oppor- 
tunity- to make an honest living; 
a reasonable chance to improve 
your condition in life as you grow 
older; a practical assurance against 
want and suffering in your old age; 
and with it all the right to par- 
ticipate in the finer things of life— 
good health, clean amusement, and 
a part in the satisfaction of the 
arts, the sciences and religion.

Longer School Life. 

We in your Government are seek- 
ing to extend the school age in 
every state in the union and to 
make it easier for boys and girls 
to stay in school. Work out for 
yourselves what would happen if all 
the boys and all the girls of 14 and 
15 and 16 and 17 who are now work- 
ing in industry, found it possible to 
stay in school until they were at 
least 18 years old. How many jobs 
would that give to the young people 
of the nation who have graduated 
from high school and from college’ 
And how much better equipped 
would be these youngsters who are 
now at work if they could stay in 
school to the completion of their 
education? 

In the same way, ask yourselves 
how many jobs would be created if 
the great majority of people who 
are now over 65-—-to take a figure 
at random—were in a position to 
retire in security for the balance of 
their days on earth. And how 
much greater happiness would such 
security give to their old age? 


Hours Again Lengthened. 


And there is another angle of re-| 


employment which from the point 
of view of youth, is worth pursuing. 
I will point it out by an illustra- 
tion. In a certain manufacturing 
industry the average hours of week- 
ly work were greatly curtailed 
under the operation of the National 
Industrial Recovery Act, and, cur- 
tailed, incidentally, with the com- 
plete support of the great majority 


of employers within the industry. 
When this act came to an end the 
average hours of work were 36.4 
per week. 


Since that time the greater major- 


ity of employers in this particular 


industry continued the old NRA 
scale of hours, But gradually, first 
a few and then a larger number of 
employers began lengthening the 
work week. The result today is 
that the average employment in 
this industry is 39.9 hours per week. 
Not a serious difference you say. 
And yet if you figure it out on the 
assumption that there were 166,500 
men and women in this industry, 10 
per cent or 16,650 people have either 
lost their jobs or, by working longer 
hours, are preventing 16,650 other 
peopie from getting employment. 
Actually the records show that 1400 
people lost their jobs and 15,250 
other people were kept from getting 
work. 
Opportunity for Industry. 

It seems reasonable, therefore, 
that industry can contribute in 
great measure to the increase of em- 
ployment if industry as a whole 
will undertake reasonable reduc- 
tions of hours of work per week, 
while, at the same time, they keep 
the average individuals’ pay en- 
velope at least as large as it is to- 
day.

which we have taken and are taking 
will at least greatly cushion depres- 
sions—will prevent the wup-curve 
from rushing to a violent, mad 
peak of false prosperity and pre- 
vent another violent, mad descent 
into another sink of suffering and 
disillusionment like the one from 
which for the last three and a half 
years we have been surely emerg- 
ing. 

And there is another aspect to 


to expect from us, What do we pro- 
pose to do about the casualties of 
depression? Since 1929 those cas- 
ualties, in America, have run into 
the millions. They are a charge 


upon us as a people. I have recog- 
| nized that fact, And, by every rea- 
sonable means. we have sought to 
‘eare for those casualties—to keep 
‘them from the physical suffering 
‘of hunger; to keep them from the 
mental suffering of a loss of 
morale. 
Need for Action. 

In regard to all these problems 
there are counsellors these days 
who say: “Do nothing;” other coun- 
stllors who say: “Do everything.” 
Common sense dictates an avoid- 
ance of both extremes. I say to you 
“Do something;” and when you 
have done that something, if it 
works, do it some more; and if it 
does not work do something else. 

And you young people want ac- 
tion. You believe, as I believe, that 
the something which needs to be 
done, can be done, And how sig- 
nificantly American it is to believe 
that. 

The vigor of our history comes, 
largely, from the fact that, as a 
comparatively young nation we 
have gone fearlessly ahead doing 
things that were never done before. 
We subdued a wilderness that men 
said could never be conquered, We 
established a civilization where oth- 
ers insisted a civilization could not 
survive. Between 1776 and 1789 we 
built a government for which, in the 
extent. of its democracy there was 
no precedent—a government which 
royalists declared could not endure. 

Need for Modern Pioneers, 

We did all these things with zest. 
The very air was exhilarating. We 
were young-—-and we were getting 
things—worthwhile things—done, It 
is part of the spirit of America to 
believe that now, in our day, we 
can do equally well in getting 
things done, 

I, for one, do not believe that the 
era of the pioneer is at an end; I 
only believe that the area for 
pioneering has changed, The pe- 
riod of geographical pioneering is 
largely finished. But, my friends, 
the period of social pioneering is 
only at its beginning. And make 
no mistake about it—-the same qual- 
ity of heroism and faith and vision 
that were required to bring the 
forces of nature into subjection will 
be required—in even greater meas- 
ure—to bring under proper control 
the forces of modern society. There 
is a task which—for importance and 
for magnitude—calls for the best 
that you and I have to offer. 

There cannot be too many Amer- 
icans thinking about the future of 
America, Our country richly en- 
dowed in body, mind and spirit still 
has need of many things. But I am 
certain that one of its chief needs 
today is the releasing and the en- 
listment of the spirit of youth, 

Do not underestimate the signif- 
icance of that spirit. Yesterday 
Christendom celebrated Easter — 
the anniversary of the resurrection 
of our Lord, who at the beginning 
of his ministry was 30 years of age 
and at his death was only 33, 
Christianity began with youth and, 
through the last 2000 years, the 
spirit of youth repeatedly has revi- 
talfked it. 

Our war for independence was a 
young man’s crusade. Age was on 
the side of the tories and the tories 
were on the side of the old order. 
At the revolution’s outbreak George 
Washington was 43, Patrick Henry 
38, Thomas Jefferson 32 and Alexan- 
der Hamilton 18, 

Our Constitution, likewise, was 
the creation of young minds, The 
average age of the men who wrote 
the Constitution was about 44. The 
qualities of youth are not of a sort 
that self-satisfied people welcome 
in 1936 any more than self-satis- 
ifed people welcomed them in 1776. 
I have used the words “the qual- 
ities of youth.” Be wise enough 
and tolerant enough, you who are 
young in years, to remember that 
millions of older people have kept 
and propose to keep these qualities 
of youth. You ought to thank God 
tonight if, regardless of your years, 
you are young enough in spirit to 
dream dreams and see visions — 
dreams and visions about a greater 
and a finer America that is to be; 
if you are yOung enough in spirit to 
believe that poverty can be greatly 
lessened; that the disgrace of in- 
voluntary. unemployment can be 
wiped out; that class hatreds can 
be done away with; that peace at 
home and abroad can be main- 
tained; and that one day a genera- 
tion may possess this land, blessed 
beyond anything we now know, 
with. those things—material and 
spiritual—-that makes man’s life 
abundant.

ing its sixty-first season, and 
going stronger than ever. No 
need of speeches to point out 
that the husky parent of all or- 
ganized baseball offshoots is en- 
joying a vigorous prime. 

In 60 years the National has ex- 
perienced many storms, and 
weathered them all. Internal dis- 
sension struggles, with “outlaw” 
and other rivals, legal entangle- 
ments and difficulties with 
“players’ unions” have at times 
harassed its leaders. 

Only once was it really beaten 
to its knees. That was when Ban 
Johnson, with new and progres- 
sive ideas and an indomitable will 
power, attacked the somewhat 
decadent National and forced it 
to accept terms.

The figures have changed en- 
tirely from even the peak of nine- 
teenth century days. In 60 years 
paid attendances have climbed 
from next to zero to as high as 
85,000 for a single game; gate re- 
ceipts have gone above $175,000 
for a world series contest; a peak 
salary of $80,000 has been paid 
one player for one year, and any 
number of ball clubs have in- 
creased in value from a few hun- 
dred thousands to several mil- 
lions.

Just a Few Changes. 


INCE 1876 the playing changes 

have been many, but the dia- 
mond has remained the same 
throughout the history of the 
game, 

The pitching distance, however, 
has undergone several modifica- 
tions. First it was advanced .to 
50 feet. Later the box was modi- 
fied in dimensions and _ finally 
abandoned and the “slab” substi- 
tuted, Then the pitching distance 
was increased to 60.5 feet, at 
which figure it has remained for 
a long time. 

All this was because the sci- 
ence of pitching, improving with 
years, gave the balance of power 
to the defense. When freak de- 
liveries came into vogue it re- 
duced the batter to such a for- 
lorn. situation that official action 
was taken to bring back the bat- 
ting. Freak pitching was given 
the gate, the baseball was made 
livelier, pitchers were not permit- 
ted to tamper with or soil the 
ball, and new baseballs were in- 
jected into play at the slightest 
excuse. 

., Just now, the trend is slightly 
back toward favoring the pitcher. 


About Balls and Strikes? 


HROUGH all the 60 years, 
with a single exception, three 
strikes remained legal. In 1887 
a four-strike rule was adopted— 
and abandoned, after one season. 
With this one exception, the 
three-strike rule has always pre- 
vailed, even back as far as 1845, 
when Alexander Cartwright first 
introduced the diamond into base- 
ball, 

The rule governing the num- 
ber of “balls” to be called, how- 
ever, has experienced several 
changes. Nine balls were legal! until 
1880, when eight was the number 
adopted. In 1881, 1882 and 1883 
the number was reduced to 
seven; in 1884 and 1885 it be- 
came six; then the number went 
back to seven; later it dropped 
to five, but in 1889 it was reduced 
to four—at which figure it has 
remained to the present day.

Next 60 Years the Hardest? 


HE next 60 years? That’s your 

guess as well as ours. It is

And in 
some minor leagues night base- 
ball has not worked out so well. 
A day and night compromise’ 
schedule may be worked out. 

Organized baseba!: owners, in 
most instances, envision no 
shrinkage of popularity, for they 
are going ahead rebuilding and 
enlarging their parks and im- 
proving seating arrangements, 

That’s evidence that the men 
who have their money invested 
think the next 60 years will not 
be the worst in baseball history.

5S. F. Morse at Lobby Inquiry Admits “Princi- 
ples” Were Prepared in Liberty League Of- 
“Farm Hands” Met Daily for Lunch.

WASHINGTON, April 14.—The 
Senate Lobby Committee today con- 


tinued its exploration of the Farm- 
ers’ Independence Council, an or- 
ganization financed mainly by the 
du Pont munitions firm and the 
large meat packing companies, and 
directed officially by one Princeton 
graduate and two Harvard alumni, 
a member of the committee de- 
scribed it as “the only farm or- 
ganization wrapped in cellophane.” 
The du Pont company manufac- 
tures cellophane. 

The formation and financing of 
the council were described by Stan- 
ley F. Morse, its executive  vice- 
president, who also has been em- 
ployed as “consulting agricultur- 
ist,” of the American Liberty 
League. Dan Casement of Kansas, 
president of the council, is a mem- 
ber of the advisory board of the 
league. The council’s “declaration 
of principles” was written in the 
Washington office of the league, and 
its original Chicago headquarters 
were in the league’s Chicago office. 

For “Sound Farm Program.” 

Morse said the council has col- 
lected $25,000 for the purpose of 
promoting “a sound farm program.” 
Heading the list of contributors was 


|Lammot du Pont, with $5000; Hen- 


ry Vedder, Swift & Co., $3500; J. B. 
Cooney, Wilson & Co., $1500; J. M. 
Pew, Sun Oil Co., $2000, and G. E. 
Baldwin, Libby, McNeill & Libby. 
$1500. Among the contributors was 
Winthrop Aldrich, chairman of the 
Chase National Bank and son-in- 
law of John D. Rockefeller; he gave 
$500. Other New York bankers were 
solicited but with no success. 

“It doesn’t make any difference 
to us where we get the money, so 
long as we get it,” Morse explained. 
“Our only trouble is that we haven't 
been able to get enough.” 


Morse Seems Frightened. 


Morse, a tall, gaunt man, whose 
hand trembled perceptibly as he 
took the oath, adopted a concilia- 
tory manner at the outset. He 
gave his home as “South Carolina,” 
and when Chairman Black asked, 
“Where in South Carolina?” Morse 
exclaimed apologetically: 

“Let’s see—where the deuce do I 
live ?—Statesville, I guess.” 

He said he had worked for a 
number of sugar, lumber and chem- 
ical companies, his voice quavered, 
and he had difficulty remembering 
the names of his various employers. 
He jumped when the flashlights 
blazed. In a word, he seemed fright- 
ened. 

He said he was employed in No- 
vember, 1934, as “consulting agri- 
culturist” of the American Liberty 
League by Jouett Shouse, its presi- 
dent. 

“For what purpose?” Black asked. 
“To make a study of the Agricul-| © 
tural Adjustment Administration.” 

His “Own Proposition.” 

He said the only compensation he 
received was for his expenses, and 
that his retention by the Liberty 
League “was my own proposition.” 
It appeared that he had conceived 
the idea of making a survey of the 
AAA for the Liberty League, and 
“sold” the idea to Arthur Crawford, 
its research director, who sold it in 
turn to Shouse. He was given a 
desk and a stenographer in the 
league headquarters here. 

Amid general laughter, Morse de- 
scribed the incubation of the Farm- 
ers’ Independence Council in the 
Farm Hands’ Club, a group which 
meets for luncheon each day at a 
downtown Washington hotel. He 
said it is called the Farm Hands’ 
Club “chiefly because none of the 
members are farmers.” It appeared 
that most of them represent asso- 
ciations of manufacturers and pro- 
cessors. 

“I suppose that I come the near- 
est to being a farmer,” he said. 

His Farm Training. 
“Where dia you get your farm 
training?” Black asked. “At the 
Massachusetts Agricultural College 
and Harvard Agricultural School. I 
have also operated three farms.” 
“I believe Mr. Dan Casement, the 
president of your council, also is a 
Harvard man,” Black observed. “No, 
Princeton.” 
“Oh, he’s a Princeton farmer?” 
“He’s a real farmer—I've ridden 
the range with him.” 
“Then he’s a cowboy—a Princeton 
cowboy?” “He's a cowboy, all 
right.” 
Morse related that, immediately 
upon receiving a request last week 
to appear before the committee, he 
consulted Silas Strawn and Ralph 
Shaw, of the firm of Winston, 
Strawn & Shaw, which represents 
the Liberty League, and which re- 
cently obtained an injunction re- 
straining the Western Union from 
surrendering its telegrams to the 
committee. Strawn, he said, wrote 
the telegram in which Morse in- 
formed the committee he would not 
come until subpenaed. 
In Liberty Offices. 
Under Black's relentless pound- 
ing, Morse admitted that the “dec- 
laration of principles” of the Farm- 
ers’ Independence Council was dic- 
tated to a stenographer in the of- 
fices of the Liberty League here. 
He had previously discussed it with 
A. M. Loomis, head of the National 


iry Institute; Kurt Grunwald, 


representing sugar interests, Repre- 
sentative Fred Crawford (Rep.), 
Michigan, and others. 

Almost immediately he went to 
Chicago, and sougth contributions 
from the large packing companies. 
He saw Thomas Wilson, head, and 
J. B. Cooney, attorney, of the Wil- 
son Company, Henry Vedder, attor- 
ney for Swift & Co., and Thomas 
Creigh: of the Cudahy Packing Co. 
He was introduced to most of them 
by W. W. Woods, president of the 
Meat Packers’ Institute. Before 
opening its own Chicago office, the 
council had quarters in the Chicago 
office of the Liberty League. 

“He Owns a Large Farm.” 


“How did you get the $5000 from 
Lammot du Pont?” Chairman 
Black asked. “Mr, Crane, _ vice- 
president of the du Pont company, 
is a Princeton man, and I was in- 
troduced to him by Mr. Casement. 
I went up to Wilmington (Del.) and 
Mr. Crane introduced me to Mr. du 
Pont.” 

“What did ‘you talk about?” 
“Mostly about farming.” 

“Do you understand that Mr. du 
Pont is a farmer?” “He owns a 
large farm.” 

“He also is interested in powder 
manufacturing, I hear.” “I under- 
stand he is.” 

“Now, let us take Mr. Pew—is he 
a farmer??” “He has a farm.” 

“I believe, incidentally, that his 
father is head of the Sun Oil Co.?” 
“That wouldn’t make any differ- 
ence to me.” 

The council’s activities have con- 
sisted mainly in circulating pam- 
phliets and making radio broadcasts 
criticising the administration’s farm 
program, and urging such proposals 
as “a balanced budget,” “govern- 
mental economy,” the suppression 
of “destructive radicalism,” aban- 
donment of “economic planning” 
anda return to “rugged individual- 
ism.” It is distinctly anti-New Deal, 
as today’s evidence showed. 

Morse’s testimony produced even 
more amusement than that given 
last week by Earley Vernen Wil- 
cox, secretary-treasurer of the coun- 
cil, an elderly resident of fashion- 
able Chevy Chase, Md., who writes 
regular articles on farm subjects 
for the Country Gentleman. Wil- 
cox is an old Harvard man. 

On the list of contributors ap- 
peared the name of Carl Tucker, 
1733 Park avenue, New York. 

Some City “Farmers.” 

“Are there any large farms in the 
vicinity of Park avenue?” Black 
asked. Morse shrugged the ques- 
tion off, and identified Tucker as 
a director of the Morris Plan Banks 
and of many corporations. ,

WASHINGTON, April 14. — Rep- 
resentative Rich (Rep.), Pennsyl- 
vania, advised Democrats in the 
House to follow the teachings of 
Thomas Jefferson in criticising use

The Pennsylvanian said the pres- 
ent administration has forgotten 
Jefferson’s teachings and that, al- 
though Democrats eulogize him, 
they disregard his philosophy of 
government. 

Rich said one monument to Jef- 
ferson already is in Missouri. He 
apparently referred to Jefferson 
Memorial in Forest Park. 


HOW PAN-AMERICAN LEAGUE 
PLAN IS VIEWED AT GENEVA 


Some Fear It Will Lead to Disin- 
tegration of World Insti- 
tution.

GENEVA, April 14—A move by 
some of the Latin American coun- 
tries to create an All-American 


League caused much discussion 
here today. 

Some League circles feared this 
would be the beginning of disinte- 
gration of the Geneva Institution.

Hundreds Fleeing to Avoid Military

Fear of War.

MANILA, P. I. April 14.—Hun- 


dreds of Moros were reported today 
to be fleeing from the Southern 
Philippines to escape compulsory 
military service. 

The correspondent for the Ma- 
nila Daily Bulletin at Bonobono 
Province on Palawan Island, said 
mainy young Mohammedans had 
fled to British North Borneo and 
the mountains. 

He said 500 Moros and Palawa- 
nos told their tribal chiefs many 
had not registered because they 
thought military training was be- 
ing enforced in preparation for a 
war between the United States and 
Japan, The act was the first adopt- 
ed by the recently created Philip- 
pine Commonwealth. 


GOVERNMENT BUILDINGS FIRED 
IN FRENCH ELECTION CAMPAIGN 


Inflammable Chemicals Poured on 
Floors of Two Prefactures in 
Brittany.

PARIS, April 14. — Incendiarism 
entered France’s election campaign 
last night, with fires in prefectures 
at Nantes and Quimper, the gov- 
ernmental headquarters of the De- 
partments of Loire-Inferieure and 
Finistere. The buildings were fired 
after inflammable chemicals had 
been spread over the floors. Both 
blazes were extinguished with 
slight damage. 

Feeling has been high in Brit- 
tany, where the fires occurred, 
among the Nationalists, Commun- 
ists and a group seeking to preserve 
the Breton language and customs, 
Authorities have not fixed respon- 
sibility for the fires.

was given in depositions here yes- 
terday in the law offices of 
Fordyce, White, Mayne & Wil- 
liams. 

The depositions were taken on be- 
half of three utilities corporations 
which are suing in the District 
of Columbia Supreme Court for in- 
junctions to restrain PWA Admin- 
istrator Harold L. Ickes and Fed- 
eral Treasury officials from pay- 
ing out grants and loans to cities 
to build municipal utility plants. 
The plaintiffs are Oklahoma Utili- 
ties Co., Alabama Power Co. and 
Texas Utilities Co. John W. Scott, 
a special assistant to the Attorney- 
General, represented the Govern- 
ment, 

Cites PWA Agents’ Activities. 

Albert P. Laun, a vice-president 
of Union Electric Light & Power 
Co., testified he attended Senate 
committee hearings on bond reve- 
nue measures at Jefferson City in 
November, 1933, during a special 
session of the Legislature; and 
heard Col. Hugh Miller, engineer 
fo. the PWA administration in Mis- 
souri, vigorously support the meas- 
ure as a stimulus to municipal 
ownership. He said Col. Miller rep- 
resented himself as spokesman for 
President Roosevelt and Secretary 
Ickes, and. said Col. Miller told-the 
committee the bills. were prepared 
by Government officials in Wash- 
ington at the direction of Secre- 
tary Ickes. 

When the constitutionality of the 
bills was questioned, Laun testified, 
Col. Miller read what purported 
to be a letter to him from Secre- 
tary Ickes stating the State Sen- 
ate should not consider the con- 
stitutionality of the measures; that 
if it were challenged later on, the 
Government would bring due pres- 
sure to bear on the courts before 
which the question might arise. 

Other Witnesses. 

Robert L. Sawyer, editor of a 
newspaper at Warrensburg from 
1928 to 1935, testified Col. Miller, 
in a public address at Warrensburg, 
in December, 1933, advocated sup- 
port of the bills before the Legis- 
lature and suggested sending tele- 
grams to Senators to vote for bills. 

Another witness, Leo M. Ewing, 
former Mayor of Kirksville, now 
employed in the right-of-way divi- 
sion of the State Highway Depart- 
ment, said Col. Miller, at a meeting 
in Kirksville in December, 1933, 
openly promoted the legislation 
favoring the revenue bond meas- 
ures.

PANIC AT REPUBLICAN. 
CELEBRATION INMADRID 


Crowd Frightened by Harmless 
Explosions; Officer Killed 
in Street Shootiing. 


By the Associated Press. 

MADRID, April 14.—One police 
lieutenant was killed, another was 
seriously wounded, and _ several 
civilians were trampled and beaten 
in the capital today during a cele- 
bration of the fifth anniversary of 
the founding of the Republic. 

The disorders began when bombs 
of the type used -in celebrations 
were exploded behind the Presi- 
dent’s reviewing stand as a military 
parade passed through the center 
of the city. 

The explosions, which hurt no 
one, created panic among the spec- 
tators, with many injuries resulting 
from the crush. 

Extremists demonstrated against 
the Civil Guard in Segovia during 
the military parade there. Seven 
assault guards were injured and 14 
civilians were beaten. 

The extremists greeted the Civil 
Guard with the Communist salute 
while others in the crowd applaud- 
ed. When a clash resulted, assault 
guards intervened to restore order. 

The explosions occurred near the 
box where diplomats and their 
guests were viewing the parade, but 
none was injured. Among the spec- 
tators was Claude G. Bowers, Unit- 
ed States Ambassador to Spain, 
who heard the explosions. 

After the parade, Lieut. Anas- 
tasio Reyes of the Civil Guard was 
killed and Lieut. Benedicto Montes, 
was seriously wounded in a shoot- 
ing in front of the national mint, 
Both officers were in civilian 
clothes. Two other persons were 
slightly wounded. 

A crowd of extremists was pass- 
ing the mint at the time, but po- 
lice were unable to determine who 
did the shooting. However, they 
made 20 arrests. 

A great crowd, despite drizzling 
rain, watched a parade of artillery, 
infantry and cavalry here while 
Premier Manuel Azana and Acting 
President Diego Martinez Barrio, 
holding office until a successor to 
the deposed President Niceto Alcala 
Zamora is elected took salutes.. Re- 
publican flags flew. throughout the 
capital. 

A committee of the Popular Front 
announced that a coalition of Left

From a defferson Memorial Opponent, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

O say that the business men located 

east of Third street, in the area of the 
proposed Jefferson-National Expansion 
Memorial, are in the class of proverbial 
obstructionists to civic progress is most 
unfair. 

The business concerns in that area are 
faced with very serious moving losses if 
they are forced to vacate, and in any of 
the plans which have been published by 
those in favor of the scheme, there is no 
compensation provided for them. Appa- 
rently there is no money to pay them, 
since the total amount available from 
the Federal Government and from the 
city’s share for the purchase of land and 
buildings is somewhat less than $6,000,- 
000 and the assessed valuation of the 
property to be taken, according to the 
City Hall records, is $6,053,000. The other 
$3,500,000 of WPA funds in the plan can 
be used only for the payment of labor. 

But tearing out equipment in factories, 
moving it to a new location, re-installing 
and in many cases replacing such equip- 
ment is a very costly operation. While 
there are no accurate figures available, 
it has been conservatively estimated, I 
believe, that the cost of such moving op- 
erations by the 300 or more companies 
will amount to well over $3,000,000. 

It seems evident that any civic devel- 
opment proposition which would force a 
comparatively small group of citizens to 
pay such a price out of their own pockets 
for any civic improvement is both unfair 
and un-American. 

In the affected area are some of the 
city’s oldest and most highly respected 
business houses, many of which have 
helped to develop St. Louis from the ear- 
liest days when the city’s principal busi- 
ness was done east of Third street. I 
cannot conceive how any St. Louisan can 
be so unfair as to question the civic 
spirit of any of the opponents of this 
scheme when they are confronted with 
such a one-sided demand from the city to 
make such a substantial contribution to 
the Jefferson Memorial.

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The Latin-American nations have responded with 
generous praise to President Roosevelt's proposal for 
an inter-American peace conference. This is perhaps 
the best possible indorsement of the “policy of the 
good neighbor,” enunciated by Mr. Roosevelt more 
than three years ago. No such flattering comments 
as those in the 17 communications just released were 
received by the United States Government during 
the long years when “dollar diplomacy” was the 
avowed policy. The fear and hatred then inspired 
are subsiding before the conciliatory policy of non- 
interference and equality of rights. 

In his letter of two months ago, the President sug- 
gested agreements which might “supplement and re- 
inforce the efforts of the League of Nations and of 
all other existing or future peace agencies in seek- 
ing to prevent war.” Impressed by this suggestion, 
three heads of Latin American states propose what 
might be called the League of American Nations. It 
is a plan worthy of earnest consideration at the forth- 
coming conference at Buenos Aires, now tentatively 
set for July. : 

The ability of the American nations to make peace 
was illustrated in the Chaco warfare. After opro- 
longed and fruitless efforts by the League of Nations 


‘Ito end this disastrous conflict between Paraguay and 


Bolivia, the matter was taken in hand by their neigh- 
bors and the war came to a close. Without belittling 
the usefulness of the Geneva organization, it may be 
said that there is a better prospect that the nations 
of the Western Hemisphere can keep their own peace 
than if a remote body, busy with other complicated 
problems, has the responsibility. 

The proposed American league should not weaken 
the world league. Close co-operation would be as- 
sumed, and the Latin American nations (all but three 
of which belong to the League of Nations) could be 
expected to retain their allegiance. 

Such a league as suggested would be a natural out- 
growth of the Monroe Doctrine, which, it appears 
from the nations’ communications, this country’s 
neighbors are ready to accept in its original mean- 
ing, namely, as a notice to outside Powers that their 
aggression is barred from the Western Hemisphere. 
As distorted for many years into a virtual United 
States protectorate over the other American repub- 
lics, it is not surprising that it was vigorously de- 
nounced. If accepted as a joint pledge of national 
security, it might well develop into an organization 


‘to keep the American nations out of foreign wars 


and to prevent conflicts among them, as a basis for 
mutually beneficial commercial relations. 
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SECONDING GER. JOHNSON’S MOTION. 
There will be widespread agreement, we surmise, 
with the statement of Gen. Johnson in his column 
yesterday that the “holocaust” of air disasters places 
a heavy responsibility on the Department of Com- 
merce. Plainly, it is the duty of the department to 
spare no effort to find out the underlying cause or 
causes of the Uniontown and other recent crashes. 

As Gen. Johnson suggests, there are only a few 
possible causes and all of them are embraced under 
two heads: (1) failure in the field of regulation, 
either through non-enforcement or the insufficiency 
of the present rules; (2) failure of equipment. 

The public is entitled to have the Uniontown dis- 
aster probed to the limit, no matter what persons or 
what interests may be hurt, and it is entitled to have 
a clear and unequivocal statement on the whole sub- 
ject of airplane crashes from the head of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, Secretary Roper. 
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A PROPER DISAVOWAL. 

The Chicago headquarters of the National Union 
for Social Justice has announced that Father Charles 
E. Coughlin has disavowed the reported indorsement 
of Len Small by his organization in Illinois. The 
circulated specimen ballots, which were marked as 
well for four other Republican candidates, including 
Senator Borah for the presidential nomination, have 
been declared spurious. It is now said that only can- 
didates «for Congress are being indorsed by the 
union and, in conformity with this, that only Willis 
A. Overholser of Mundelein, candidate for the Repub- 
lican nomination for United States Senator, is in- 
dorsed on the State ticket. 

Since the announced indorsement of Len Small 
was noted and criticised in our editorial on his can- 
didacy for Governor, printed Friday, the Post-Dispatch 
is glad to take this means of giving the same pub- 
licity to the disclaimer. The point of the editorial, 
however, still stands, namely, that Len Small’s record 
disqualifies him for public office. The National 
Union for Social Justice acts wisely when it disavows 
such a candidate. 

Meanwhile, it is in point to note that yesterday 
the executive committee of the National Union for 
Social Justice for the Twenty-Second [Illinois district 
—or persons representing themselves as qualified to 
speak for that committee—announced its indorse- 
ment not only of two candidates for Congress, but 
of candidates for Auditor of St. Clair County and the 
St. Clair County Board of (Tax) Review in today’s 
primary. We do not presume to say whether these 
indorsements are valid, but if they are, the support 
of candidates for the latter two purely local offices 
does not square with the statement that the organi- 
zation is interested only in candidates for Congress. 

It would seem to be evident that the National 
Union for Social Justice will need to exercise con- 
siderable care in the matter of indorsing candidates 
if it wants to prevent public misunderstanding about 
this phase of its political activity.

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MACHINES IN THE COAL FIELDS. 

The coal miner’s letter printed today reflects one 
phase of the widespread battle now going on between 
man and the machine. A report on this phase in the 
current Business Week shows that the mechanization 
of coal mines is increasing. Sales of mobile loaders 
and scrapers last year were 54 per cent greater than 
in 1934, it is reported. In 1923, 125 loading machines 
were working in 60 of the nation’s bituminous deep 
mines; in 1934, the number was 3089 machines, in 
280 mines, handling 12.2 per cent of tota] production. 
In the Pennsylvania anthracite field, loading ma- 
chines were used for 19.4 per cent of the output. In 
addition, it is reported that machine installations in 
the first two months of 1936 exceeded the figure for 
the whole of 1935. 

From such figures as these, it is easy to see why 
coal is an exceedingly afflicted industry, why it is 
more beset by over-production problems and labor 
troubles than any other major field. 

The machine brings economy, but it also brings

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JAMES M. BECK. 

The death of James M. Beck removes a vigorous 
figure from the news columns of the American 
press. Since his reappearance in public life as Solic- 
itor-General, by appointment of President Harding, 
there has hardly been a controversial question of 
moment in which he has not been heard. Compro- 
mise, with him, was not an obsolete word. It simply 
didn’t exist. 

As Solicitor-General, he performed Herculean labors, 
and with the efficiency and thoroughness of Homer’s 
glutton for work. In that capacity, he won the Su- 
preme Court's esteem and a public appraisal which 
seemingly made him the logical choice for Attorney- 
General on the resignation of the incumbent. He 
filled the place temporarily, after which he resumed 
private practice. His official career had supposedly 
ended. ; 

If politics laughs off logic, it also now and then 
thumbs its nose at supposition. Mr. Beck came back 
to Washington, a Congressman from Philadelphia, 
occupying the seat vacated by the late William 8. 
Vare. There was a row about the Representative- 
elect’s eligibility, and from the evidence, it did seem 
as if his Philadelphia residence were somewhat fac- 
titious, but his credentials were approved, and Penn- 
sylvania Republican tragition got the shock of its life 
when Mr. Beck voted against the bill now known as 
the Hawley-Smoot tariff law. The vote was strictly 
in character. The measure, in his opinion, conferred 
unconstitutional powers on the President, and the 
constitutionalist rebelled. 

So it was with James M. Beck through his 75 
stormy years. His was the philosophy of the pcet- 
priest, Father Ryan: “Better a day of strife than a 
century of sleep.” Universities conferred degrees on 
him. Foreign lands beribboned him. A battling 
career, that hewed to the line of conviction. 
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After allowing him some handsome fees, Judge Rit- 
ter tried to have his former law partner appointed to 
the Federal bench. What an ex-pal! 

THE HAGOOD RESTORATION. 

Major-General Johnson Hagood, who was sum- 
marily removed from command of the Eighth Corps 
Area some two months ago “by order of the Presi- 
dent,” after he had spoken his mind on WPA “stage 
money” before a congressional committee, has now 
been restored to active duty in command of the Sixth 
Corps Area with headquarters in Chicago. This ac- 
tion is praiseworthy as an effort to right the wrong 
done Gen.’ Hagood. His removal from his former 
command for remarks made in what he considered 
the line of duty, made in a closed committee session 
at the invitation of the committee, was a shocking 
piece of official tyranny, and was condemned as such 
by public opinion. Gen. Hagood’s reinstatement is 
a triumph of free speech, for free speech, by free 
speech.

OTH as an individual wishing to protect 
Bris reputation and as a Republican 
leader, Mr. Hoover shows that he is 
deeply and persistently troubled by the 
charge that he left the country prostrate 
and that Mr. Roosevelt has put it back on 
its feet. He returns to the point again and 
again in his speeches and with ever-increas- 
ing emphasis. 
He has good reason, for it is hardly pos- 
sible to exaggerate the political effect of 
the belief that the country was in a very 
bad way on March 4, 1933, and that it is 
much better off today. No political ob- 
server can have any doubt that a contrast 
of this sort has more effect on the mass of 
the voters than any other consideration. 
Thus, it took the Democrats 16 years to 
live down the fact that there was a severe 
depression under Grover Cleveland, so in- 
delibly had the idea of hard times become 
associated with a Democratic administra- 
tion, On the other hand, the good times 
which began after the first post-war crisis 
made the Republicans invincible for 12 
years. It needed the terrific depression after 
1929 to break their hold upon the people’s 
confidence. For the simple rule is that the 
mass of the people judge a party, not by its 
measures, but by the net unanalyzed situa- 
tion which exists when they prepare to vote. 
+ * * 


That being the case, I doubt whether Mr. 
Hoover is well advised in trying to prove 
that not he, but Mr. Roosevelt, caused the 
panic of 1933. It is not good campaigning. 
For it plays right into Mr. Roosevelt’s hands. 
The more the Republicans talk about 1933, 
the better from the Democratic point of 
view. 

If only Mr. Roosevelt could get the pub- 
lic mind off the budgetary deficit, and the 
mounting taxes, and the pressure groups 
that have been created in agriculture and 
in relief, and t*e awful mess of the NRA, 
and the growing bureaucracy, and a dozen 
slipshod, hastily devised and badly admin- 
istered projects, he would have smooth sail- 
ing in the campaign. The one subject he 
would like best in all the world to talk about 
is March 4, 1933, just before and just after. 

The more learnedly Mr. Hoover discourses 
on that period, the more he makes it the 
issue of the campaign, the better for Mr. 
Roosevelt. He cannot get anywhere on that 
line. Mr. Hoover might as well attempt to 
square the circle as to convince the mass 
of the people that the man who was in 
office when the panic subsided is the man 
who caused it before he took office. That 
is too complicated an argument, even if it 
were historically true, to be a popular argu- 
ment. 

This is not to say that Mr. Hoover is not 
the victim of a great persona! injustice when 
he is charged with responsibility for the col- 
lapse. The historians will, I believe, cor- 
rect it, but they will not correct it, I be- 
lieve also, by accepting Mr. Hoover’s thesis 
that he had the depression conquered, and 
that the fear of the New Deal and Mr. 
Roosevelt’s refusal to promise a balanced 
budget and adherence to the gold standard 
wrecked the recovery. 

My own notion is that they will say that 
Mr. Hoover went down because on the cru- 
cial question he was too honorable to take 
the way out. He did not end the deflation 
because he rightly believed that he could 
not with honor voluntarily leave the exist- 
ing gaid parity. Then the historians will

have to decide whether Mr. Roosevelt, who 
was forced off the gold standard by the 
panic of March, 1933, could and should vol- 
untarily have returned to it at the old 
parity. 

That this was the crucial question seems 
to me no longer open to reasonable doubt. 
Throughout the world, in 50 different na- 
tions, the turning point of the depression 
has come with the reduction of the pre- 
depression gold value of the currency. To- 
day, the countries which are still not re- 
covering are those which have clung ten- 
aciously, and honorably, as Mr. Hoover did 
in 1932, to the old parity.

The procession of recovery, led by Japan 
and Australia, followed by the British na- 
tions and the Scandinavian, then by the 
United States, more recently by Belgium, 
corresponds with the time when they altered 
the pre-depression gold standard. These 
countries are wholly unlike in every other 
respect of their policy. Some have bal- 
anced budgets and some have not. Some 
have tried regimentation and others .have 
not. The one thing common to all the 
countries that are recovering is their reduc- 
tion of the gold value of their currency. 

Now there is no doubt that changing the 
gold content of the currency is a breach 
of the spirit of contracts with holders of 
gold obligations. Even when there is no 
substantial loss, it is a repudiation of the 
letter of the obligation. Great Powers can- 
not take such a step lightly; there are 
many who think they can under no cir- 
sumstances take them willingly and yet with 
honor. 

Mr. Hoover was one who thought that 
way, and I respect him greatly for it, and 
in this place supported him to the bitter 
end. But the end was bitter, and, by the 
winter of 1933, the time had come when 
many who had supported his gallant strug- 
gle came to the conclusion that the Amer- 
ican people must not be made to suffer any 
more. 

In some such terms as these, Mr. Hoover’s 
reputation will, I believe, be vindicated, and 
while, temporarily, such an argument will 
not restore his political power, it will in the 
end give him something far more valuable. 
the respect that all men must feel for a 
man who sacrificed soumuch because he saw 


no honorable escape from his troubles.

WHY MILK IS PASTEURIZED. 

Dr. Gordon Bates in Health. 

RACTICALLY every case of bovine tuber- 

culosis in man is regarded as ingestion 
tuberculosis, contracted from raw milk or 
milk products, Dr. R. M. Price, department 
of pathology and bacteriology, University of 
Toronto, summarized the following: 

“Of 100 samples of pooled raw milk, 26 
yielded tubercle bacilli. Of 100 samples of 
the same milk pasteurized, none showed tu- 
bercle bacilli on guinea pig inoculation. 

“The finding is confirmed by the fact that 
not a single case of bovine tuberculosis in- 
fection has been encountered in this genera- 
tion of children raised on pasteurized milk 
in Toronto, where pasteurization is compul- 
sory and has been rigidly enforced since 
1915.” 

Perhaps the most striking instance of epi- 
demic septic sore throat was the epidemic in 
Chicago, where an outbreak of 10,000 cases 
was traced to one raw milk supply.

FOR SHP SUBSIDY 


Stand, However, Fails to 
Break Senate Deadlock, 
Clark Renewing Attack 
on Proposal. 


By the Associated ress. 
WASHINGTON, April 14.— The 


Copeland ship subsidy bill was in- 
dorsed by the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States today 
but the chamber’s stand failed to 
break a deadiock in the Senate 
that has blocked action on such a 
measure for more than a year. 

Senator Clark (Dem.), Missouri, 
principal opponent of the bill, as 
gerted any effort to enact it wo 
“mean no legislation at all this ses- 
gion.” He assailed the measure as 
a “bare faced steal.” 

Although the chamber’s report 

opposed the Goffey bill, a less gen- 
erous measure than the Copeland 
proposal, Clark said the Guffey bill 
was the only one likely to have a 
chance this session. 

Statement by Copeland. 

Chairman Copeland (Dem.), New 
York, of the Senate Commerce 
Committee, author of the measure 
indorsed by the chamber, continued 
to say that it is “up to the Presi- 
dent” whether his bill is called up 
this session. He said: “The Presi- 
dent wants my bill, at least he has 
gaid he does.” He afided that he 
had about 25 votes for it and that 
the President should be able to 
whip into line 20 or 25 more. 

The Chamber of Commerce, in a 
letter sent to its memberes by Har- 
per Sibley, president, outlined gen- 
erally the type of bill it would like 
to see enacted. It said it favored 
the policy of private ownership of 
the merchant marine emphasized 
in the Copeland bill, and questioned 
the provision in the Guffey bill 
which would permit Government 
ownership and operation if private 
capital could not be interested. 

The chamber approved subsidies 
both for building and operating 
vessels, to offset lower foreign costa. 
Both bills provide for this, although 
the Copeland measure permits a 50 
per cent maximum construction 
subsidy, together with Federal loans 
to owners to supply 75 per cent of 
the owners’ share of the costs. The 
Guffey proposal limits the construc- 
tion subsidy to 331-3 per cent, and 
would require the builder to put up 
half of the balance in cash, with 
payment of the rest in 20 years. 

Establishment of a single govern- 
mental agency to handle adminis- 
tration of ship subsidy contracts 
and a separate authority for regu- 
lation of shipping was urged by the 
chamber, Provisions for this were 
incorporated in both bills, although 
in different degree. 

The Chamber of Commerce op- 
posed the principal of limitation of 
profits, incorporated in both bills, 
asserting that recapture of profits 
had proved a failure in the case 
of the railroads. 

“The Guffey bill,” the chamber 
report said, “would almost inevit- 
ably result in a ‘large-scale return 
to Government ownership of ship- 
ping. Although ostensibly intended 
to establish a privately-owned and 
operated merchant marine, it in- 
cludes provisions which would 
make this practically impossible.”

by Germ He Helped to 
Discover and Isolate. —

NEW YORK, April 14. — Dr. 
Henry Harlow Brooks, 65 years old, 


| who was consulted so often by other 


physicians he was known as the 
doctors’ doctor, died yesterday of an 
infection of the liver, caused by a 
germ he helped to discover und iso- 
late. He was 65 years oid. 

The infection which resultéd in 
his death was caused by a germ 
called “Welch’s bacillus” after a Dr. 
Welch who isolated it several years 
ago at Bellevue Hospital. Dr. 
Welch was asristed in this work by 
Dr. Brooks. 

A native of Medo, Minn., Dr. 
Brooks spent many of his vaca- 
tions among Western Indian tribes 
studying their medical practices, 
and had traveled extensively in 
South America and Mexico study- 
ing archeology. He had hunted big 
game in Alaska and Canada and 
was a member of the Explorers’ 
Club. 

He attended the University of 
Oregon and received his medical 
degree from the university where 
he was an assistant demonstrator in 
anatomy in 1894. In 1895 he be- 
came an instructor at Bellevue 
Hospital, and in 1904 became a pro- 
fessor at New York University. At 
the time of his death he was visit- 
ing physician to Bellevue Hospital. 
He served with the Medical Corps 
in the Spanish-American War, and 
was chief consultant in medicine to 
the First Army of the A. E. F.
